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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 
1991 

The  file  on  Smith  vs  Acworth  is  finally  closed.  It's  not  easy  to  condense  a  file  2" 
thick  into  a  paragraph,  but  here  is  an  effort:  The  Smiths,  owners  of  7  acres  in 
Northwest  Acworth  failed  to  pay  the  real  estate  tax  on  their  property  for  3  years 
and  the  property  was  deeded  to  the  Town.  At  the  1988  annual  town  meeting  the 
town  voted  to  sell  the  lot  &  camp  by  sealed  bid  and  a  $5,000.00  bid  bought  it.  The 
former  owners  instituted  suit  claiming  a  violation  of  their  civil  rights.  In  the  ensuing 
two  years,  Mr.  Smith  died,  the  new  owners  were,  in  effect,  denied  the  use  of  their 
property  and  the  town's  legal  bills  mounted.  When  it  appeared  possible  and  even 
likely  that  the  town  would  lose  and  the  recourse  would  be  an  expensive  appeal  to 
the  N.H.  Supreme  Court  which  might  or  might  not  be  successful,  a  settlement  was 
agreed  upon  (and  so  ordered  by  the  Court)  which  returned  the  property  to  Mrs. 
Smith  upon  payment  to  the  town  of  all  taxes  and  interest  while  the  second  owner 
received  his  $5,000.00  back  plus  reimbursement  for  pertinent  expenses. 

In  late  summer  Hubbard  Farms  of  Walpole  asked  town  officials  to  engage  in 
exploratory  talks  concerning  the  permitting  process  involved  in  its  plan  to  acquire 
property  on  Lynn  Hill  and  establish  a  facility,  small  by  farming  standards,  to 
produce  hatching  eggs.  The  Selectmen  saw  the  plan  as  an  opportunity  and  a  benefit 
for  Acworth:  a  potential  increase  of  $250,000  in  the  tax  base  and  $15,000  in  taxes 
and  the  acquiring  of  a  good  neighbor.  A  vocal  group  proceeded  to  excoriate  the 
board  for  a  perceived  underhandedness  and  vilified  the  company  and  its  parent  as 
potential  threats  to  safety  and  the  environment.  Utimately  Hubbard  withdew,  the 
opportunity  was  lost  and  Acworth  had  a  de  facto  change  in  its  zoning  ordinance. 

The  transfer  station  had  two  turnovers  in  staffing  in  1991  and  the  board  takes 
this  opportunity  to  thank  Larry  Karson  of  Langdon  for  his  efforts.  Larry  continues 
in  a  related  capacity  as  a  member  of  the  Recycling  committee.  The  Selectmen 
request  that  dump  users  cooperate  fully  with  the  new  attendants.  Langdon  Select- 
men are  employing  Ed  Mack  of  their  town  to  assist  Eric  Boyle  of  Acworth.  Each 
vehicle  entering  the  gate  should  expect  immediate  and  personalized  assistance  as 
needed. 

A  petition  by  some  50  taxpayers  to  the  N.H.  Board  of  Land  and  Tax  appeals 
resulted  in  a  public  hearing  before  the  board  and  a  subsequent  order  for  Acworth's 
first  ever  independent  and  professional  revaluation,  to  be  completed  by  Dec.  1, 
1992. 

The  1991  town  meeting  failed  to  approve  a  borrowing  to  fund  a  revaluation  but 
proceeded  to  approve  a  budget  appropriation  as  recommended  by  the  Budget 
Committee.  This  means  that  $35,000  of  the  $41 ,400  estimate  for  the  reappraisal  was 
raised  by  taxes  in  1991  and  is  available  from  surplus  this  year. 

Board  of  Selectmen 
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PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Planning  Board  met  eleven  times  in  1991  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  each 
month.  Because  Christmas  fell  on  the  same  day  as  the  last  meeting,  and  because  of  a 
lack  of  interest,  the  December  meeting  was  cancelled.  A  joint  meeting  with  the 
Conservation  Commission  and  the  ZBA  to  go  over  the  Master  Plan  and  map  was 
held  on  April  15. 

There  were  three  applications  for  minor  sub-divisions,  and  there  were  three  minor 
subtiivisions  approved. 

One  boundary  line  adjustment  was  approved. 

One  application  to  open  a  gravel  pit  was  approved  providing  all  rstrictions  and 
requirements  are  adhered  to. 

One  application  for  permission  to  build  an  extra  house  for  an  employee  on  a  1 5  acre 
farm  plat.  As  the  Selectmen  had  no  objection,  and  as  the  Planning  Board  deter- 
mined that  this  "residence  is  permitted  under  the  Zoning  Ordinance  (Article  V, 
section  A),  as  consistent  with  usual  and  ordinary  farming  activities",  the  applica- 
tion was  approved. 

There  was  one  application  for  site-plan  review  by  Hubbard  Farms,  Inc.,  who  wished 
to  install  chicken  houses  on  Lynn  Hill  Rd.  There  was  a  very  large  public  turn-out, 
many  of  whom  opposed  the  proposal.  Hubbard  Farms  located  elsewhere. 

The  Excavation  Regulations  were  re- written  in  accordance  with  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  standards,  and  new  apphcation  forms  are  available. 

A  new  Master  Plan  Questionnaire  was  mailed  to  all  Acworth  taxpayers  in  the  fall. 
The  results  will  be  available  at  Town  Meeting. 

There  is  one  Village  District  boundary  line  unresolved,  which  Surveyor  Ben  Porter 
will  solve  soon.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
REPORT  FOR  1991 

This  year  was  a  good  year  for  conservation  easements.  Easements  were  completed 
on  1132  acres  of  property  belonging  to  Evelyn  &  Raymond  Roy,  and  716  acres  on 
Ken  Basom's  and  Harvey  &  Edie  Basom's  property.  Alvin  &  Nancy  Clark's  property 
has  been  approved  for  conservation  easement.  Making  the  total  acreage  in  Acworth 
placed  on  conservation  easements  over  2000  acres.  This  is  the  highest  amount  of 
land  listed  for  all  local  projects  placed  on  easement  for  this  year.  Many  thanks  to 
those  who  worked  on  this  project  making  this  a  enormous  success  for  all. 
We  are  also  awaiting  word  from  Mr.  Griffith  J.  Barry  on  possible  easement  to  protect 
the  two  Beehives  left  intact.  We  feel  that  this  would  be  historically  valuable. 
We  would  like  to  see  bonds  posted  on  large  scale  operations  so  as  to  protect  our 
class  5  and  6  roads,  this  would  be  to  insure  lire  truck  access  in  case  of  a  forest  fire. 
We  are  seeing  more  violations  on  wetland  excavations,  as  well  as  some  violations 
around  Crescent  Lake.  We  would  like  to  remind  everyone  that  if  any  work  at  all  is  to 
be  performed  on  or  near  any  wetland,  brooks,  and  rivers,  that  a  permit  is  required 
from  the  N.H.  Wetlands  Board. 

We  also  ask  that  any  citizen  of  this  town  to  please  contact  any  of  the  Conservation 
members  if  he  or  she  has  a  question  regarding  a  violation  or  feel  that  one  is  being 
committed.  All  information  will  be  kept  confidential.

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RECREATION  COMMITTEE 
1991 

The  "Mill  Pond  Acre"  was  the  area  of  focus  for  the  recreation  committee  this  year. 

With  the  help  of  Wayne  Ring,  members  trucked  fill,  on  the  weekend,  from  the 
town  gravel  pit  to  the  site  which  was  then  spread  by  Lyle  Balla  and  Red  Longley.  The 
fill  was  covered  with  a  layer  of  loam  and  seeded.  Many  thanks  to  the  Balla s  for 
donating  the  equipment  time.  This  enabled  us  to  enlarge  the  rink  by  one  third. 

With  the  help  of  the  Acworth  Volunteer  Fire  Co.,  Inc.  we  were  finally  able  to 
provide  a  good  skating  surface,  in  spite  of  encountering  some  technical  difficulaties 
in  joining  the  plastic  sheeting  used  for  a  lining.  Next  year  we  will  use  a  new 
technique  that  promises  to  be  much  more  effective. 

The  "Mica  Shed"  now  sports  ajaunty  new  red  roof,  thanks  to  the  volunteer  efforts 
of  Bob  Skinner,  Mike  Gendron,  Bill  Symonds  and  Rocky  Clark.  They  donated 
approximately  104  man  hours  to  strip,  repair  and  resurface  the  roof,  and  to  renew 
the  trim  with  lumber  donated  by  Balla  Lumber  Co. 

Town  Meeting  Supper  was  a  well  received  fundraiser  and  will  again  be  hosted  by 
the  Recreation  Commmittee  in  1992. 

South  Acworth  rose  to  the  challenge  and  defeated  the  Acworth  team  of  the  Old 
Home  Day  ballgame  this  year.  Next  year  we  hope  to  expand  the  games  to  include 
volley  ball  and  horseshoes. 

Plans  for  1992  are  even  more  ambitious  than  last  year  and  we  are  always  in  need 
of  volunteer  help.  If  you  are  willing,  and  able,  please  contact  a  committee  member.

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REPORT  OF  ROAD  AGENT 
1991 

The  accomplishments  for  the  year  were  generally  confined  to  maintenance  which 
included:  ditching  on  Beryl  Mt.,  Cold  Pond  and  Crescent  Lake  Roads,  brush  cutting 
on  Grout  Hiill,  Cold  Pond,  Putnam  and  Black  North  Roads,  culvert  cleaning  on  Lynn 
Hill,  Charlestown,  Grout  Hill,  Black  North  and  Putnam  roads,  and  sealing  on  Crane 
Brook,  Derry  Hill  and  Charlestown  Roads.  Hot  top  was  applied  to  portions  of  East 
Acworth,  Forest,  Derry  Hill  and  Charlestown  Roads.  Some  of  the  hot  topping  was  to 
complete  the  repair  of  storm  damages  sustained  in  1990  and  the  town  was 
reimbursed  by  the  Federal  Government  and  the  State  for  87-1/2"..  of  the  total  cost. 

The  new  tractor  has  made  maintenance  more  efficient;  in  particular  the  grading 
bucket  which  can  reach  out  where  the  grader  can't  reach  has  been  a  big  help. 

The  road  committee  is  reportedly  working  on  a  plan  for  Cold  Pond  Road.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  plan  will  be  ready  for  consideration  at  the  1 993  town  meeting,  but  it 
is  also  the  hope  here  that  such  a  plan  will  not  be  at  the  expense  of  other  road 
problems  in  Acworth. 

The  Highway  Crew  took  part  in  a  hands-on  grader  course  in  Acworth  this 
summer.  The  instruction  was  worthwhile,  but  did  result  in  more  complaints  than 
usual  about  the  road  surface  condition  immediately  following  the  exercise 
(stones).  Enough  material  with  which  to  work  is  a  requisite  for  good  gravel-road 
grading  and  good  gravel  is  at  a  premium. 

I  want  to  thank  everyone  who  worked  with  me  this  past  year.

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RECYCLING  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

Efforts  continued  in  1991  to  minimize  increasing  costs  in  solid  waste  disposal. 
Net  reduction  in  costs  is  difficult  under  the  present  system:  per  ton  costs  at  the 
incinerator  have  increased  IS'u  each  year  since  1987.  Our  hope  is  to  divert  more 
tons  to  less  costly  destinations. 

We  sent  to  recycling  markets  36.75  tons  of  glass,  newspaper,  aluminum  and  tin 
cans  in  1991  at  a  cost  of  $400.  The  diversion  from  the  incinerator  avoided  costs  of 
$2,900  for  a  net  saving  of  $2,500. 

The  glass  bins  have  been  altered  to  make  more  efficient  use  of  space.  The  second 
bin  is  now  used  exclusively  for  newspaper  and  magazines.  The  latter  go  into  large 
boxes  on  pallets  and  are  trucked  by  volunteers  to  a  paper  mill  in  Putney.  The  third 
bin,  an  open-top  with  a  30  c.y.  capacity,  was  provided  by  SCKRDD  and  is  used  for  tin 
cans. 

One  effort  to  reduce  costs  involves  stronger  oversight  management  of  all  waste 
entering  the  transfer  station.  Stickers  are  now  required  on  all  vehicles  carrying  in 
Acworth  and  Langdon  trash.  All  vehicles  must  have  the  sticker  affixed  by  one  of  the 
attendants.  Any  person  bringing  in  trash  in  a  vehicle  without  a  sticker  will  be 
questioned  by  the  attendant  and  either  registered  or  turned  away.  With  considera- 
ble reluctance,  the  committee  decided  in  mid  1991  to  halt  the  recycling  of  plastic. 
The  preparation  of  plastic  for  marketing  is  labor  intensive  and  the  cost  avoidance  is 
low. 

Shortly  after  the  1991  town  meeting  the  committee  decided  not  to  pursue  a  grant 
for  a  baler.  We  concluded  that  a  $5,000  piece  of  machinery  necessitated  housing 
and  we  were  not  and  are  not  prepared  to  make  any  recommendation  in  that 
direction. 

Recycling  continues  to  be  the  best  approach  within  our  immediate  control  to  the 
solid  waste  disposal  problem. 

A  REMINDER  OF  TRANSFER  STATION  RULES 

1.  The  glass  bins  are  for  rinsed  bottles  and  jars  only:NO  window  glass,  drinking 
glasses  or  light  bulbs. 

2.  The  tin  can  bin  is  for  clean  tin  cans  only:  Flatened  cans  are  preferred  but  not 
essential. 

3.  Newspapers  should  be  bundled:  Tied  rather  than  bagged. 

4.  Magazines  should  not  be  tied  but  thrown  into  box  loose. 

5.  Sofas,  stuffed  chairs,  mattresses:  See  attendants  before  unloading. 

6.  The  burn  pile  will  take  cardboard,  brush,  untreated  wood  demolition,  tree  limbs 
and  trunks  under  5"  diameter.  It  will  NOT  take  asphalt  roofing  treated  lumber, 
sheet  rock,  insulation  or  any  object  which  contains  structural  metal. 

7.  See  attendant  before  unloading  tires  or  metal.

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THE  REPORT  OF  ACWORTH'S  REPRESENTATIVES 

TO  THE 

SULLIVAN  COUNTY  REGIONAL  REFUSE  DISPOSAL  DISTRICT 

Ten  years  ago  the  town  oi'  Acwortli  voted  to  join  tlie  Sullivan  County  Refuse 
Disposal  District  as  a  means  of  fulfilling  its  obligations  under  N.H.  R.S.A.  53-A,  &  B  to 
manage  its  solid  waste. 

Voters  in  a  majority  accepted  tlie  terms  of  the  District  Agreement,  the  governing 
by-laws  of  the  District  Committee,  and  ceded  certain  powers  to  the  District  which 
assumed  responsibiity  for  accommodating  waste  disposal  within  the  region. 

Explicit  protection,  including  the  means  to  assure  fiscal  accountabiity  and  limit 
the  District's  ability  to  incur  debt,  as  well  as  representation  upon  the  Committee 
authorized  to  adopt  an  annual  budget,  were  presented  as  measures  to  insure 
control  over  the  District's  power  to  tax. 

The  N.H.,  Vt.  Solid  Waste  Project  was  formed  when  the  Sullivan  County  District 
and  a  neighboring  waste  district  in  Vermont  joined.  Annually  the  two  District 
Committees  meet  and  elect  from  among  the  appointed  representatives  an  eleven 
member  bi-state  Executive  Committee. 

The  Sullivan  County  District  ceded  the  authority  vested  in  it  by  the  voters,  to  the 
N.H.,  Vt.  Solid  Waste  Project,  failing  to  assure  that  the  responsibilities  and  protec- 
tions described  in  the  District  Agreement  accompanied  the  transfer  of  that  author- 
ity. Fiscal  accountability  was  lost.  The  Executive  Committee,  insulated  from  the 
public  by  three  separate  elected  and  appointed  boards,  incurred  long  term  debt, 
disregarded  duly  adopted  District  budgets  and  left  taxpayers  exposed  to  unknown 
liabilities  while  it  failed  to  control  costs. 

Acworth's  District  representative  is  unable  to  provide  an  accurate  financial 
statement  of  the  Sullivan  County  District,  or  the  N.H./Vt.  Solid  Waste  Project  for 
fiscal  year  1991.  Requests  for  disclosure  of  the  exact  nature  of  the  Sullivan  County 
District's  assets,  liabilities  and  obligations  have  not  been  satisfied.  The  N.H./Vt.  Solid 
Waste  Project's  disregard  for  terms  of  the  District  Agreement  places  the  Executive 
Committee  beyond  the  effective  reach  of  the  Sullivan  County  Regional  Refuse 
disposal  District. 

Therefore  we  urge  the  continued  support  of  measures  requiring  the  N.H. 
Department  of  Revenue  Administration  to  conduct,  or  cause,  an  independent 
compliance  audit  of  the  District's  finances. 

We  further  urge  Acworth  to  carefully  consider  whether  or  not  the  town  shall 
continue  to  participate  in  the  N.H./Vt.  Solid  Waste  Project.

REPORT  FOR  1991 

The  Acworth  Volunteer  Fire  <&  Rescue  Co.,  Inc.  received  32  calls  during  1991  -  16 
fires,  13  rescue,  and  3  for  mutual  aid  to  other  communities. 

All  EMTs  (emergency  medical  technicians )  have  taken  recertification  classes  and 
passed  state  exams.  Continuing  education  is  required  for  all  EMTs  to  keep  up  with 
fast-changing  rescue  procedures  and  new  equipment,  and  state  certification  must 
be  renewed  every  two  years. 

A  new  overhead  door  was  installed  at  the  station,  which  works  much  better  and 
saves  heat  as  well.  Hardtop  was  added  between  the  station  and  road,  and  the 
culvert  on  the  other  side  of  the  road  was  extended,  which  allows  a  wider  turning 
radius  for  the  trucks.  Landscaping  around  both  buildings  improves  our  appear- 
ance. Thanks  to  Gordon  and  Tim  Gowen  for  mulch  hay  used  in  tiiis  project.  The 
pumper  truck  46M1  is  scheduled  for  complete  refurbishing  during  the  coming  year. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  comment  on  the  organization,  as  there 
seems  to  be  some  confusion.  The  Acworth  Volunteer  Fire  &  Rescue  Co.,  Inc.  is  a 
single  organization.  All  available  members,  firefighters  and  or  EMTs  repond  to  all 
calls,  with  extra  help  available  through  mutual  aid  if  needed. 

As  for  funding,  the  actual  operating  expense  of  the  Acworth  Volunteer  Fire  & 
Rescue  Co.,  Inc.  is  paid  by  the  Town  appropriation  for  fire  and  rescue  service.  All 
other  income  is  used  to  improve  the  Company's  ability  to  serve  the  community. 
Donors  may  indicate  that  contributions  be  used  toward  a  specific  purpose  or  may 
indicate  a  preference  for  fire  or  rescue-related  use,  but  all  checks  should  be  made 
payable  to  Acworth  \'olunteer  Fire  &  Rescue  Co.,  Inc. 

We  thank  all  who  have  contributed  and  shown  their  support  through  the  past 
year.  It  means  a  great  deal  to  all  of  us.  We  also  thank  LeFevre  Ambulance  Service  for 
their  cooperation  and  their  excellent  service  to  the  community.

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NH/VT  SOLID  WASTE  PROJECT 
1991  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  ACTIVITIES 

The  waste-to-energy  plant  and  the  ash  landfill  contracted  or  operated  by  the  New 
Hampshire/Vermont  Solid  Waste  Project  for  processing  and  final  disposal  of  solid 
waste  generated  within  Project  towns  performed  their  function  successfully  again 
this  past  year.  Several  issues,  however,  have  consumed  a  considerable  amount  of 
time  and  been  points  of  concern  at  times  throughout  the  year.  Among  these  have 
been  the  continuing  shortage  of  district  waste,  the  contract  negotiation  talks  with 
Wheelabrator  Claremont  L.P.,  and  the  onging  litigation  between  the  Project  and 
Kimball  Chase,  Pike  Industries,  and  Caswell,  Eichler  and  Hill. 

The  Project  guaranteed  to  Wheelabrator  Claremont  L.P.  47,500  tons  of  solid 
waste  in  1991.  This  is  the  minimum  amount  allowed  under  the  present  contract.  We 
will  deliver  to  the  Wheelabrator  facility  just  over  40,000  tons  in  1991.  The  prime 
causes  of  this  shortfall  have  been  the  deepening  recession,  increased  commercial 
and  residential  recycling,  and  diversion  of  district  trash  to  less  expensive  disposal 
sites. 

In  April  the  project  and  Wheelabrator,  by  mutual  consent,  decided  to  sit  down 
and  talk  about  specific  changes  in  the  existing  contract.  These  talks  have  continued 
throughout  the  year.  The  major  issues  covered  by  these  negotiations  were  the 
maximum  and  minimum  levels  of  the  guaranteed  annual  tonnage,  recycling  credits 
and  ash  disposal.  The  negotiating  committee  and  Wheelabrator  now  have  princi- 
ples of  agreements  of  these  issues  that  will  be  addressed  by  the  Districts  and  Joint 
Committee  early  in  1992.  The  decision  whether  to  alter  the  contract  or  not  will 
come  as  a  result  of  this  examination. 

The  litigation  between  the  Project  and  Kimball  Chase,  Pike  Industries,  and 
Caswell,  Elchier  and  Hill  is  scheduled  to  go  to  trial  on  March  2,  1991.  This  case  has 
been  very  complex  and  has  lasted  much  longer  than  anticipated. 

The  planning  and  design  of  the  second  stage  of  the  ash  landfill  is  virtually 
complete.  Final  plans  have  been  sul)mitted  to  the  NH  Department  of  Environmental 
Services.  During  the  design  process  it  was  determined  that  a  Wetlands  permit 
would  be  required  from  both  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  and  the  .\H  Wetlands 
Board.  The  Corps  of  Engineers  permit  has  been  issued  and  the  NH  permit  is 
expected  in  January.  Construction  on  the  second  stage  is  expected  to  begin  in  April 
of  1992. 

During  1991,  the  operations  of  New  Hampshire  and  Vermont  municipal  recycling 
facilities  and  Project  operations  have  expanded.  In  Springfield  and  Windsor,  Ver- 
mont, totally  new  drop-off  facilities  were  brought  on-line.  Springfield  built  a  pole 
barn  and  Windsor  bought  metal  roll  off  containers.  Cavendish  and  Ludlow  closed 
the  landfiUing  sections  of  their  transfer  station  facilities  and  expanded  and  rede- 
signed other  areas.  Weathersfield  built  a  new  recycling  storage  facility  as  well  as  a 
waste  oil  tank  facility.  Rockingham  and  Westminster  have  continued  required 
testing  prior  to  building  their  drop-off/processing  center  at  the  old  Rockingham 
Town  Dump.  It  should  be  built  in  early  1992. 

In  New  Hampshire  the  major  processing  facilities  of  Claremont,  Meredith  and 
Sunapee  have  all  expanded.  Claremont  has  two  vertical  balers,  and  both  Meredith 
and  Sunapee  built  new  storage  buildings.  The  Town  of  Plainfield  is  studying 
whether  to  continue  their  curbside  contract  for  trash  and  recyclables  or  establish  a 
user  fee  based  transfer/recycling  faciity. 

During  the  Spring  and  F'all,  Project  programs  included  coordinating  four  tire  pick 
ups  for  seven  Project  towns.  Staff  also  helped  to  facilitate  town  marketing  of  used 
corrugated  cardboard  and  magazines  into  local  paper  mills.  Third,  the  Project 
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coordinated  Christmas  tree  mulciiings  in  five  Vermont  sites.  Lastly,  the  Project's 
Household  Battery  Program  shipped  26  -  55  gallon  drums  of  dry  cell  batteries 
collected  both  from  municipal  and  retail  drop-offs. 

In  terms  of  1991  Grants,  New  Hampshire  municipalities  received  metals  recycling 
collection  containers.  In  Vermont,  the  Project  assisted  municipal  facility  expan- 
sions and  the  Harlow  Farm  Composting  Grant.  The  latter  is  a  unique  grant  for  a 
private  farm  combining  its  own  agricultural  wastes,  other  food  processing  business 
wastes,  and  leaf  and  yard  wastes  from  neighboring  municipalities. 

Solid  Waste  Planning  has  continued  in  the  Project  with  several  tasks.  The  first 
task  was  the  Vermont  required  metals  separation  analysis.  The  three  options 
analyzed  were  source  separation  at  residences  and  work  places,  froni-end  and 
back-end  separation  at  the  waste-to-energy  facility.  This  study  was  completed  in 
December  1991.  Second,  committees  were  formed  in  order  to  give  input  into  the 
District  and  Project  as  a  whole.  A  Project  MRF/  Depot  committee  was  formed.  A  new 
Vermont  Recycling  Planning  Committee  was  formed.  A  New  Hampshire  Goals 
Committee  was  formed.  These  committees  should  complete  their  work  in  early 
1992  so  that  a  Vermont  District  plan  for  all  waste  and  for  all  towns  will  be 
completed  by  Summer  of  1992. 

In  conclusion,  other  events  should  be  noted.  In  November  1991,  BFI  closed  its 
landfill  in  Rockingham,  Vt.  By  establishing  a  new  transfer  station,  non-combustible 
by-pass  waste  is  still  able  to  be  managed  through  BFI  for  disposal  in  Chicopee,  MA. 
With  Act  78's  required  closing  of  all  other  Vermont  lined  landfills  by  July  1992,  the 
Project  will  be  looking  at  all  options  for  non-combustible  waste.  Besides  BFI,  the 
landfills  Waste  USA,  Sanco  Consumat,  and  Windham  Solid  Waste  District  have  been 
contacted.  These  options  will  be  investigated  in  1992. 
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LEFEVRE  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

1991  has  been  an  exciting  year  here  at  LeFevre  Ambulance  Service. 
First,  we  took  delivery  ol"  a  new  ambulance,  the  first  really  new  vehicle  obtained  by 
LeFevre  Ambulance  in  our  ten  years  of  operation. 

Secondly,  after  many  months  of  work,  with  both  Ambulance  District  1 1  and  the 
State  Emergency  Medical  System,  we  have  been  granted  a  license  to  operate  at  tlie 
Paramedic  level.  This  enables  us  to  respond  a  person  with  the  highest  level  of 
training  possible,  short  of  having  a  doctor  on  the  scene.  It  was  felt  that  this  level  of 
service  was  necessary  with  the  closing  of  Rockingham  Memorial  Hospital.  Our 
minimum  transport  time  then  became  twenty  minutes.  During  this  time  a  Para- 
medic, with  permission  from  the  doctor  at  the  receiving  hospital,  can  administer 
certain  drugs,  which  in  some  cases  can  be  life  saving. 

We  saw  the  creation  of  a  new  First  Response  Squad  in  the  area  in  1991,  namely 
Rockingham  Rescue,  which  is  affiliated  with  the  Rockingham  Fire  Department. 

We  will  continue  to  sponsor  EGA  or  Emergency  Care  Attendant  courses  along 
with  CPR  courses. 

During  the  year  1991  LeFevre  Ambulance  Service  responded  to  the  following 
calls  in  Acworth:

We  want  to  continue  to  work  closely  with  our  First  Response  Squads.  In  1991  we 
again  want  to  continue  to  provide  the  highest  level  of  care  possible  to  you  and  your 
families.  This  means  working  closely  with  the  Fire  and  Rescue  Squads,  our  schools, 
encouraging  citizens  to  participate  in  emergency  medical  trainings,  continually 
improving  the  training  of  our  staff  and  purchasing  the  most  cost-effective  equip- 
ment available. 

We  wish  to  take  a  moment  here  to  clarify  a  point  in  reference  to  how  to  call  for  an 
ambulance.  If  a  call  is  received  by  our  Dispatcher,  we  will  respond  an  ambulance 
and  notify  Keene  Mutual  Aid  to  tone  the  Rescue  Squad.  If  Keene  Mutual  Aid 
receives  the  call,  they  will  tone  the  Rescue  Squad  and  LeFevre  Ambulance  automat- 
ically responds  an  ambualnce.  Therefore,  either  method  will  result  in  the  dispatch- 
ing of  both  Rescue  and  ambulance. 

Our  special  thanks  go  to  the  Acworth  Fire  and  Rescue  for  their  assistance  during 
the  past  year.
